The yucca, a curious 
plant of our southwest with sharp 
bsyonel-llka leaves poUithig In all 
directions, bursts Into bell-shaped 
blossom^ early In spring, al night, 
when the yucCa moth Is active, 
Mie»» cre a m y white,— faell-shitped 
blossoms are constructed so that 
only the pecullarly-bullt yucca moth 
can fertilize them. Il does so by 
crawling around and over the 
atameni of the yucca blossoms and 
la doing so gathera a load of pollen.
